Phone tower issue 
pits regulation 
against the need

TWIN FALLS-It’sa touphsituadon. - 

On one hand, the traa^ission towers relaying cellular 
' phone sigriols ore needed, since more people man ever 
ore going wirelc: 

On Utc other hand, local govcimmunt wants to regulate 
the look and the placement of the steel skyscrapers — 
. which can protrude more than 100 f<Mt upwards. 

So die question is twofold: Can a' new dty ordinance 
' help regulate the look and influx of telecommunication 
towers, and how badly do consumers need them? 

Twin Falls city officials arc joining the local govern- 
ments across Idaho and the United States that have start- 
ed regulating communication towers. Other towns suy 
their ordinances have helped tone down the towerv 

Bot-the-wirele ss r e v oludon-i s - s till-young:-E v e n m ore 

towers arc expected to come and many local businesses 
and officials arc welcoming them with open arms. 

Tracking towers 

** In Twin Foils, the numbers Speak for themselves. 

' One tower is 330 feet tall. Another is 250 feet tall. 
Several others range between 85 and ISO feeti 

Smaller communication towers sit on the roofs of 
buildings or the backyards of residences. 

Drive down Blue liikes Boulevard or Addison Avenue 
and try to count the number of noticeable towers or large 
antennas.' 

Kind of tough?-'- ' — 

That’s exaray did problem, local officials say - then: 
ore simply, too many coitununlcadon towers in town, at 
least seven that arc 100 feet toll or taller. 

To help alleviate the problem, Twin Falls dty offidals 
recently imposed a four-month moratorium on new tow- 
ers CO give a oommittce dme to draft a tower ordinance. 

Twin Falls joins several other Idaho ddcs and counties 
that have written, or arc writing, such ordinances. 

Thexity of Pocatello is working on on ordinance. Boise 
has had one for more than two years. 

- “Until we adopted the ordinance, we had no way of 
contro lling t hem,” said Angie Brosious, a Boise dty plan- 
ner.' 

But don’t expea the rcguladons to stop the towers. 

After all, it's Gordon Trapp's job lo find lower sites. 

Trapp is a land use planner with U S West, which 
hopes to establish cellular service ir «he Magic Volley. U 
S West has no towers up and running, but hopes to bring- 
at least 12 Magic Volley sites online, induding site.s in 
Twin Falls, WcndcU, Gooding and Twin Falls County. 

United States Cellular and Verizon Wireless arc wire- 
less .service providers already online. 

And ocher wireless service providers - including 
Newcom Wireless LLC, Cleartalk PCS and Ncxtcl 
Wireless - have gained approval or arc looking to set up 
towers in the Magic Valley.

Federal act gives citie^, counties 
the right to regulate towers

TWIN FALLS - Cities and counties ' 
con rcgulotc the size and plocemcm of 
communication towers, according to the 
Federal Communications Tclccomm- 
' unications Act of 1996. 

But the same act places restrictions 
on pries and counties. 

State or local governments cannot 
“unreasonably discriminate among 
providers of functionally equivalent ser- 
vices,” the act says. Also, no stoic or 
local' govenunem can regulate the wire- 
less service facilities “on the basis of 
the environmental effects of radio fre- 
quency emissions.” . 

Many-local governments have adopt- 
ed tower ordinances lo help regulate 
the amounts ond kinds of towers. 

Tlie basic concept of most of the ordi- 
nances, tliou^i, is to regulate tower ties-

Violence enipts in Jerusalem 

Israeli troops open fire on Palestinians in worst violence since 1996

JERUSALEM - Israeli troops 
battling several gunmen and 
thousands of rock-throwing 
Pale.stinians opened fire 
Saturday, killing 12 Pa]c.stinians 
the bloodiest clashes in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip since 
19%. More than SOO Palestinians 
were injured, the Palestinian 
licaJtH'ministcr. said. 

Among those killed was a 12- 
ycar-old boy who was caught in 
the cross fitra. Cowering behind 
his father, he screamed in panic 
as shots hit a' wall Just inches 
-above their heads. S^onds later, 
the boy was fatally shot In the 
abdomen. 

The trigger for the violence 
was a visit by Israel’s hard-line 


opposition leader, Ariel Sharon, 
Inst week to a bitterly contested 
'Jerusalem shrine sacred to 
I Muslim.^ and 
Jews. Sharon 
! said he toured 
the compound 
to show Israel 
was in control 
there.

Further dimming prospects for 
.an Isracli-Palcstinian peace 
treaty, the two sides traded 
angry accusations Saturday. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Barak spoke to Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat by phone 
late Saturday. “The prime mint*}- 
ter warned Arafat that he 
(Barak) will not let violence be a 
tool in the negotiotions,” Barak’s 
offied said in a statement. 

Israel’s army chief, Lt. Gen. 
Shaul Mofoz, said the Palestinian 
Authority dld'nothing to slop the 
violence, and that Palestinian 
police officers in some cases even 
participated in the clashes.

Other cases illustrate “the 
pressure that the war on drugs 
has exerted on the Fourth

'the Constitution in general,” 
Shapiro said. 

The justices will decide 
whether police can set up traffic 
checkpoints and stop motorists in 
hopes of catching people who sell 
or use illegal drugs. 

Police generally need a war- 
rant or a reason to suspect some- 
one of a crime before detaining 
them for several minutes, and a 
lower court ruled thot drug .

Time to gracduate from Electoral College | 


W ith a wide-open race for 
the White House and con- 
trol of the U.S. House of 
Representatives at stoke, 
campaign 2000 is shaping 
up as one of the hardest-fought in recent 
memory. .... 

Yet the respected Committee for the 
Study of the American Electorate pre- 
dicts Nov. 7 could see an all-time low for 
voter turnout - even lower than 1996, 
when less than half the voting-age popu- 
lation came out for a presidential elec- 
tion. Some analysts say Americans' ore 
di^usioned with the power of money in 
politics. Others say voters are content, 
and that good economic tim^ make us 
less indined to throw the rascals out. 

A simpler but more fundamental expla- 
nation - borne out in surveys by the Pew 
Research Center- is that people believe 
their votes don’t count. It’s hard to moti- 
vate the players if they feel they’re not 
really in the gome. 

The rate of U.S. voting has been hlfeher 
in tlte past, but always low compared to - 
most democracies. Now it has been more 
nndennined by one-party-dominated 
elections, widespread “gerrymandering” 
of legi^tive dimets and the effects of 
the Electoral College. 

The presidential election, of course, is 
actually 50 seiiarate winner-take-all state 
elections. The candidate with the most 
votes in each state wins all of that state’s 
dectord votes. (Nebraska and Maine 
allocate some of their electo^ votes by 
congressional district) 

Most states are reliably won by one

major party. That means that the only 
real way people in those srates can hdp 
their candidate (aside from sending 
money) is tb move ‘to one of eight or 10 
“battleground states,” like Michigan or 
Ohio, whose electoral votes will dedde 
the election. 

Winner^rake-oll elections waste votes 
and su^ert compedtioiL The “two-party 
system” usually means a one-party 
Demotratic system or o one-party 
Republican ^em. depending on the 
stare or legislative district Rather than 
compete, the two parties dominate within 
their respective spheres.

BURLEY - In an area with 
many small high schools, it is 
impossible for each -to offer 
many electives, especially in 
technical areas. 

But over the last two years, 
students at -eight area high 
schools have commuted to the 
Cassia Regional Technical 
Center for technical training, 
while earning credits at their 
home high school. 

“It’s really been helpful to us, 
witli the low population that we 
have,” Valley High School prin- 
cipal Rod Malone said.

This has opened 
up a lot of oppominides for our 
students." 

Forty. three Valley students, 
dose to half of the entire junior

Center. 

“They’re coming here for pro- 
grams that are not offered at 
their home higli sduwls,” center 
director Gaylcn Smyer .said. 

These programs include com- 
puter-aided design and drafting, 
graphic communication and 
advanced welding and automat- 
cd manufacturing. 

The commute ranges from 
right next door for Education 
Center students to 32 miles for 
Raft River students. Buses run

Utah's lost sweeping reforms . 
came in 1991, when lobbyists 
• -were required to register with 
the state and report - at least in 
'O'gcncral-^ay - spending on - 
meals and gifts to lawmokers. 

House Speaker Marty 
-Stephens, R-Forr West, says 
Becker is “preaching to the 
choir.” 

Stephens disagrees with a 
mandotory “cooling off’’ period, 
but supports making campaign 
account.^ off-limits to candidotes 
for personal use. And he says he 
would vote for a lobbyist-gift 
ban. 

But S tephens is angry that

' “That’s pretty stressful to real- 
ize you’re not going to' cover the 
bases you need to cover,” she 
said.

Falkner has worked hard to 
gain outside funding b^ond what 
the dty of Rupert provides, those 
who know her say.

WASHINGTON (AP) - To BiU 
Mulligan, the buildup of trees and 
brush in national forests near 
Kamiah is a wildfire catastrophe 
waiting to happen. 

So he cheenKl when two west* 
em senators put on amendment 
in a spending bill that allows fed- 
eral agencies to speed up the 
implementation of environmental 
regulations and encourage thin- 
ning some forests to prevent huge 
wil&r^ 

Trees os small as 5 inches 
around - harvested to prevent 
fires - could -be converted into 
lumber products, Mulligan said. 
“There could be material that 
would benefit our operation,” 
said the owner of Three Rivers 
Inc timber mill in Kamiah. 

But President Clinton and envi- 
ronmentalists worried the amend- 
ment would open up forests to 
more commercial logging, lead to 
ha^y done environmental stud- 
ies and possibly damage ecosys- 
tems. Clinton threatened to veto 
the $19 billion spending bill that 
contained the wildfire amend- 
ment and other provisions the 
administration considered anti- 
environmenL 

But on Thursday, GOP lawmak- 
ers agreed to duinge the amend-

NJ^., and Lorry Craig, R-Idoho. 
The revised amendment makes it 
clear federal agencies may not 
override any environmental laws 
in reducing the tire risk in forests.

- ARROYO SECO.NJ^(AP) -.In 
'/Andy Wosowski's case, sloth and 
''ignorance were good. 

“I didn’t wont to work in my 
;yard all the time, and I didn’t - 
;and still don't - luTow all'chose 
'Latin names of the plants,” he 
Isays. 

; What happened to change his 
life was that his wife, Sally, a 
landscape designer, decided she 
. wanted to put together a book for 
her clients with photos of her 
favorite native plants. She turned. 
, to Andy for help, since he was in 
■the advertising business- in 
Dallas. 

' “In working with her, I asked 
all those questions that the ordl- 
' nary person wants to know,” 
Wosowsld says. “My ignorance is 
my best asset. What we want to 
get across is that -anyone con gar- 
den like this.” 

That means using plants chat 
are native to the area you're liv- 
ing in. 

Andy and Sally have now 
• worked on nine books together, 

I cU to get the message across. And 
the message, bottom line, is that 
“there is only a limited amount of 
water in this world," Andy 
Wasowski says. “People need to 
wake up to tlut.” 

The two now carry that mes- 
_ sage fi^-time from thei r hom e in 
" Arroyo Seco, hear Taos, wKere 
they moved several years ago. 

Surrounded by a forest of 
pinon and Juniper trees, their 


home is nestled in a garden of 
wildflowcrs. Normally lush, the 
garden has suffered from this 
year’s drought conditions, just 
- like most ocher New Mexico 
yards. 

“No, we don’t have a drip sys- 
tem,” Wasowski says. “We 
.thought, ’Everything will be 
indigenous so we won’t need a 
drip system.’ Ha. So we have to 
use a hose more this summer just 
like everyone else." 

The Wasowskis’ books have 
ranged from “Native Texas 
Plants" to VThc Landscape 
Revoludon,’’ their newest book. 

Die lond^pe revoludon? The 
book says the goal is “to remove 
your landscape from the artificial 
life-support system that demands 
your constant attention, and 
needs gallon after gallon of water 
and on armory of toxic chemicals 
and fertilizers to keep it going.” 

' But rather than being a rabid 
treatise on the evils of traditional 
landscaping, the Wasowskis’ 
book offers a humorous look at 
the development of America’s 
obsession with the lawn, as well 
as down-to-earth instructions for 
creating a native plant landscape. 

Wasowski says many people 
think xeriscaping is tine for other 
people, but not for themselves, 
and cert ainly not fo r official , pub- 
lie buildings. 

“Having a manicured lawn is a 
symbol of middle-class 
respectability,” he said.

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) - The 
greatest collection of med^ won 
by a female track and field ath- 
lete in a single Olympic Games 
wasn’t good endu^ for Marion 
Jones.

Even on the biggest stage 
against the best athletes In the 
world, nothing short of finishing 
first satisfle'd Jones. 

“Winning is fun,” she said. 

' In Sydney, Jones- had fun in 
three of her five events. Of her 
five medals, three were gold and 
two were bronze. 

And don’t be surprised if four 
years fltm now in Athens, Jones 
goes for five again. After all, 
she’ll be only 28 then. 

“It’s hard for me to. reflect right 
now,” she said. “In a couple of 
days, when 1 look back. I’ll proba- 
bly feel these were successful 
gomes.' I wanted to win them all, 
^thout a doubt, and I still thitik 
it’s possible. But I didn’t, so Pm 
not going to dwell on that” 

Her tmiii gold, as part of the U.S., 
1,600-meter relay team Saturday 
night (late Friday MDT), might 
have been her most impressive. 

Jones detests the 400 meters, 
to put it mildly. She ran it only 
once this season, and that was to 
qualify! OS the reday. 

Yet she was just as fast as 
Olympic 400-meter gold medalist 
Cathy Freemen of Australia on 
Saturday night. Both were 
clocked & 49.4 seconds in their 
splits. No one came close to 


tunning that fast. 

After nine days that featured 
four rounds of the 100 meters, 
four of the 200 meters, a long 
jump qualifying round and final 
and the anchor leg of the 400- 
meter relay, Jones had enough 
left in the third leg of the 1,600 
relay to give the Americans a 
lead that was too big to lose.

' TWIN FALLS - A Kootenai County 
economic-development group knows 
the meaning of re^onal. 

Bob Pottos midn mission is creodng 
jobs in Kootenai Counw. But some- 
dmes he woos a client that’s really a 
better fit for nearby Spokane, Wash. 

No problem for Potter, president of . 
the 12-year-old Jobs Pius, a nonprofit 
economic-development corporadon in 
Cmut d'Alene. 

“Clients determine how far you 
should serve,” he said. “If you’re truly 
regional, then you have to be truly 
region^” 

Jobs Plus nins joint advertisements 
with Spokane and shares an interstate 
commercial corridor. Spokane jobs 
boost the Kootenai County economy. 

Likewise, Potter said. It makes sense 
for Twin Falls and Jerome to collabo- 
rate on bringing new employers to the 
Ma^c Valley. 

“I think you would be more success- 
ful if yot could handle a client and 
. think in a regional way,” he said. 

More op.tions for a prospective 
employer mean a better chance to dose 
a deal. A dty, he added, shouldn’t hog 
for itself a prospect that would fit bet- 
ter els^here in the valley. 

“Clients see through that in a 
minute, and they say, ’We’re being 
ste«ed,’" Potter said. 

Some folks in Jerome and Twin Falls 
are of the same mind. 

The College of Southern Idaho is tak- 


ing the lead in a two-part task: Get 
Twin Falls and Jerome started on coop- 
erative economic development, then 
determine whether a valleywide entity 
would work to market Ma^c Valley to 
new and expanding employers. 

The impetus? 

Atlanta-based Lockwood Greene 
Consulting recently advocated creating 
' a six-county, professional 
organization for economic 
development, with a 
$300,000 annual budget of 
mostly private and some 
public mon^.

"I need protected time,” 
Svendsen said. "I like to just go 
home and be with roy wife and 
children. When 1 am not on call, I 
am not to be bothered with con- 
cerns at the hospital." 

Ac a time when productivity 
and profitability are key for near- 
ly every business, the demands 
placed on working people are 
greater than ever. Stress manage- 
mem experts, say people need to 
spend more time crying to mini- 
mize the stress that is certain to 
be a part of life and work.

"You have to empower your 
people to take care of things," 
Beasleysaid. 

Oddly enough, what would be a 
stress<ausing crisis for Svendsen 
is having less to do at work. 
Managed care, he said, has forced 
doctors to squeeze as mai^ 
appointments into a day as possi- 
bie to make money. 

Doctors are becoming more 
and more sensitive to bow long 
patients have to wait to be seen, 
but their salaries are often tied to 
productivity. 

"1 would much rather be in a 
practice that’s busy and thriving 
than in one that's three-fourths 
full," Svendsen said. "That's an 
awkward place to be in medicine 
now." 

After years of work-related 
burnout and stress being a hot 
topic in many cirejes, people 
seem to be more aware of how 
-closely work and stress are 
entwined, Kirschner 'said. But 
many people Kirschner sees den*! 
practice stress-busting techniques 
consistently. 

"You have to make it a priority 
- and not just dO'thlngs lo meet a 
oisls."

October could be a bumpy ride

NEW YORK > Investors who 
were looking forward to the end 
of September - and hoping thot a 
new month would bring new for- 
tunes to Wall Street - ore likely 
to be disappointed. 

The same culprits that pulled 
the market lower in September, 
including anxiety about corpo- 
rate profits, high energy prices 
and currency woes in Europe, 
are going to be around for a 
while. 

Add to that the actual release 
of third-quarter results end grow- 
ing misgivings about the future, 
and Wall Street’s September 
volatility is likely to continue. 

*'What the market has to come 
to grips with is that there will'be 
... earnings disappointments this 
quarter, during the fourth quar- 
ter and maybe even the first 
quarter of next year,” said 
Charles Pradilla, chief invest- 
ment strategist at S.G. Cowen 
Seoirlties. 

"'This is not a one-quorter phe- 
nomenon. 'The euro is still tank- 
^ ... and with an economic slow- 
down under way, there’s every 
-possibility we're going to see a 
four^-quarter disappointment.'* 

I Yetdespleethat -bleak outlook,— 

' there’s still optimism on Wall 
Street. 

"I think that October again 
will prove to be a turning point 
os it nas the last few years," said 
Brian Belski, a fundamental mar- 
ket strategist with US Bancorp 
Piperjaffrey. **1 think corporate 
profits will be better than most 
expected." 

Historically, October has been 
a tough month for investors. 
Three of the biggest market 
drops in recent history - 1987. 
1989 and 1997 - occurred then. 



Although there's no reason to 
expect a similar drop this 
October, the numbers going into 

gling to find its footing. The 
major indices and averages all 
ended September lower after 
spUdng upward in Augu.st. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age fell 5 percent for the month, 
the Nasdaq composite index 
dropped 12.7 percent and the 
Standard & Poor's .'>00 index 
slipped 5.4 percent. 

There were several catalysts 
for this latest decline. 

First, the market has l>een anx- 
ious, unsure of how slowing eco- 
nomic growth will affect corpo- 


rate earnings. As a result, stock 

f trices have fluctuated, with 
nvestors unloading companies 
.-that-wamed-of-^arnings-disap— 
pointraents and rewarding those 
that met expectations. 

'Technology is.sues, the driving 
' force behind much of the mar- 
kct'$ stellar gains in recent years, 
have cspcci^y been singled out. 
Investors bid Apple Computer 
down by more than 50 percent 
Friday after it worned of earn- 
ings below expectations. 
Chipmakcr Intel lagged for most 
of the week, although its profit 
warning came Sept. 21. 

Then there's the matter of die 
presidential election - neither 


candidate has a convincing lead, 
creating uncertainty about 
future tax and economic policies. 

Energy prices arc also a con- 
cern. The price of a barrel of oil 
shot up to around $36 in mid- 
September, prompting many 
companics to warn that higher 
energy costs would hurt their 
profits. Higher fuel costs could 
also prompt consumers to limit 
their spending. 

Finally, persistent weakness in 
the euro, Europe’s chief curren- 
cy, has U.S. companies with 
international businesses worried 
about deflated earnings. 

But a lot can change in a- 
month, analysts suy, pointing to 
some shifts already happening. 

The price of a barrel oT oil 
dosed near $31 Friday, and ana- 
lysts say it could drop more if 
the Organization of the 
Petroleum- Exporting Countries 
makes good on promises to 
increase supply. 

The euro continues to floun- 
der, but analysts believe 
European government interven- 
tion to support the currency^ 
could help end its slide. 

The key adjiistrnems that aitii- 
lysts hope to see in October may 
a little mure difficult. 

Belskir«he-U8-Bancorp-Pjper— 

Jaffray analyst, believes many 
investors were so thrilled with - 
profitS'the past few year.s that 
they are overreacting to more - 
moderate but still healthy, 
growth. "The market definitely 
needs a reality check,” he said.

Sugar industry awaits solution 


TWIN FALLS - As harvest 
davms on the sourest sugar prices 
In perhaps 25 years, sugar beet 
growers arc nonetheless on the 
verge of o sweet victory. 

Legislation - sponsored by 
Gem Stale senators - was intro- 
duced t^ week to holt the influx 
of bootleg sugar from Canada,' 
sugar that displaces U.S. product 
on the domestic market. 

At issue is what the U.S. indus- 
try claims is obvious and blatant 
circumvention of the sugar TRQ 
(tariff rate quota). To get around 
the tariff agreement, which limits 
the level of sugar coming into the 
■ United States duty-free, a compa- 
ny in Canada is “stuffing” sugar 
into molasses, shipping it across 
the border under a different clas- 
sification, and spinning out the 
sugar once it is safely in the 
United States. 

“It’s sheer, blatant circumven- 
tion, and that’s what’s being 
done,” said Luther Markwart, 
executive vice president of the 
American Sugarbeet Growers 
Assodadon. 

“There is no end use for the 
product ns it comes over the bor- 
— der,-no-market-for-it.~That’s-thc 
blatah'cy of it," Markwart said. 
“And it’s not even a product of 
Canada.” 

Markwart said the. Brazilian . 

sugar is shipped to Canada and 
“stuffed” into the molasses for 
the sole purpose of eluding the 
refined or raw sugar restriedons. 
Now a blended sugar, it enters 
the United .States under a differ- 
ent customs code. 

“It's been very frustrating for 
IK,” said Mark Duffin, executive 
'director of the Idaho Sugarbeet 
Growers Assodadon. “These are 
such tough rimes for growers ... 
and this is such a blatant, obvious

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College students: Plastic can be habit-fonning

SANTA ANA, Calif. - Sandra 
Escala wanted an education 
when she went to college. She got 
one a 10-year lesson in personal 
debt. 

After only one year at 
Saddleback College, the Mission ■ 
Viejo, C^., woman had rtin up a 
total of $10,000 on nine credit 
ca^ she’d gotten os a freshman. 
She' overspent on cloth^ dinners 
and furniture. The cord that start- 
ed' the problem a Visa was her 
very first credit cord. And she got 
it on campus. 

Escala had to quit school at age 
19 'and get a full-dmc job to chip 
a>Miy at her bills. 

• ^School was out of the ques- 
tion. It became a luxury I could 
not afford,” says Escala, now 29- 
Debt, she notes sadly, -has cost 
her dme. “It took me 10 years to 
get out. By now I could have had 
a master’s degree." 

Escala’s experience is a cau- 
tionary tale for the thoustinds of 
studwts who are arriving on cam- 
puses. It’s not tou^ to get plastic. 
There aro^e'w, if any, income 
requirements because issuers 
know most parents will bail out 
kids who rack up big bills. No 
credit history is needed. 

Just fill out an application 
received in the mail or at the ' 
cr^t cord tables that are set up 
aeon some campuses. - - 

You might even get a free T- 
shirt as an enticement, possibly 
distracting you from the high 
interest rates the cords carry on 
average, 17.5 percent. 

“It’s very easy to get a number 
of'eards,” says Gerri Detweiler, 
an" education adviser with 
Myvesta.org, a group formerly 
called Debt Counselors of 
America. “The issuers want to 
grab the students early so they 
CTrt establish a r elarionshio.” 

Used correctly, a credit card 
can help a student establish a 
goo.d cr^t history before enter- 
ing the work force, says 
DowcUer.

“I blame myself.” says Escala, 
who is now free of credit-card 
debt. “I didn’t think about the

Scholarship whiz details campaign to help other students

Mambigh school ^wdents con- 
sider UfeH^'iffmer va^rion well .

Th^’s not amb'iriouir enough for 
22-ycar-bld Benjamin Kaplan, 
however. 

He urges prospective juniors 
and seniors to do something that 
could profoundly shape their 
finances and their future: 
“Mount a scholarship cam- . 
paign.” 

It certainly worked for him. By 
entering about three dozen schol- 
arship contests as a public school 
student in Eugene, Ore., he net- 
ted nearly $90,000 - enough to 
emerge from Harvard University 
unburdened by student loans. 

More important, it changed his 
life. It provided him fodder for a 
new book (“How to Go to College 
Almost for Free”), scholarship 
seminars and online coaching on 
two Web sites 

(Winscholarships.com and 
FastWcb.com). The b<x)k also is 
the first offering from his. own 
publishing house, Waggle 
Dancer Books of Glencdcn 
Beach, Ore., which he hopes to 
one day expand into other self- 
help tapes and CDs. 

Here Is an edited interview 
with Kaplan by San Jose (Calif.) 
Mercury News personal finance 
writer Mark Schwanhausser. 

^ How did you get started? 

A: It was completely acciden- 
tal. I was walking by the guid- 
ance and career center at school, 
where I hadn’t spent as much 


time as I should have. .1 saw this 
toble full of scholarship oppUea- 
> dons for the Discover Card schol- 
arship. I thought you had to be a 
Michael Jordan or an Albert 
Einstein to win a scholarship, but 
I siuffe-d’an~appUcatlon'In~my 
backpack. It was like one of 
those Publisher's Clcarin^ousc 
things where I sent it In but 
di^’i expect the Prize Patrol to 
come kn<^ on my door. 

A couple months later, I got a 
letter saying I’d won $2,500 in 
the Oregon part of the contest. A 
couple weeks after that, I got 
another ' letter, saying, 
“Congratulations, you've won

All of a sudden, the lights were 
flashing - what else is out there? 

Q: How much time did you 
spend compiling your first entry? 

A: 1 spent a fair amount of 
time. I hod to write a couple 
short essays, get a couple letters 
of recommendation and list of 
activities of involvement. 

Over time, (hough, what hap- 
pens is each application took less 
and less time. There are ways to 
recycle, rethink and reuse old 
applications if you survey the 
field and look at different things 
to opply for where there’s lots of 
overlap. 

For example, one scholarship 
asked me to propose a solution to 
a pressing societal problem. 
Later, one asked me my opinions 
about the educational system 
and, educational reform. By see- 
ing that it was coming up, I made 
both of those applications based 
on the same essay.

Army Corps of Engineers: Agency of unchecked clout

EAST PRAIRIE, Mo. - The 
developer of a huge project to 
control flooding in Missouri’s 
soggy southeastern boot*hcel 
expects to drain 36,000 acres of 
wetlands along the Mississippi 
River. That’s almost enough wet' 
— lands to cover-the District of 
Columbia - and nearly twice as 
many as all of America’s develop* 
ers were permitted to touch last 
year. 

The developer plans to plug a 
quartermile gap in an earthen 
levee to lock the river into its 
channel, then build two giant 
pumps to get rid of rain. But while 
thti $65 million venture is being 
promoted as an economic lifeline 
for water-wea^ East Prairie, the 
developer’s fine print suggests 
this farm town will flood almost 
os often after it’s built. ' 

The consensus in the Clinton 
administration is that this 
:megaproject must be stopped. 
“An environmental debacle,” 
says a W.iite House aide. 
“Absolutely ridiculous,” scoffs 
BUI Hartwig, a regional Fish and 
Wildlife Service director. “A 

• croiy idea," agrees James Lee 
Witt, heod of the Federol 

• Emergency Management Agency. 

“Probably the dumbest project 
.around,” ° 

■’E'nvir'dhmehtal” Protection' 
Agency offidol. 

The Army Corps of Engineers is 
part of the Clinton administra* 
tion, too. It is a public works 
agen^ in the Pentagon chain of 


command, reporting to an assis- 
tant Army seaetxuy. It is also an 
environmental agency, legally 
responsible for protecting the 
nation’s dwindling wetlands - eco- 


lo^colly sensitive areas ran^g 
' farmland 


from seasonally flooded fs 
to year-round swamps. But the 
.Corps has a different take on the 
St. John’s Bayou-New Madrid 
Floodway Project. 

It's the devdoper. 

And in many ways, this pariah 
of a project is par for the Corps, 
one of the oldest, largest and most 
unusual agencies in the federal 
government. It is an executive 
branch bureaucracy that takes 
marching orders from Congress, a 
milimry'run organization with an 
ovcrwhelmin^y civiliaii work 
force, an environmental regulator 
despised by environmentalists. 
The Corps has $62 billion worth 
of dvil works projects underway - 
three times the federal spending 
on cancer research over the last 
decade. It has about 35,000 
employees - more than the 
Energy, Labor .and-Educatiqn 
departments put together. 

A Washington Post review of 
Corps activities across the notion, 
supported by more than 1,000 
interviews and tens of thousands 
of pages of dopunentSi'found that 
the Bgen^ is converting its strong 
congressional relationships into 
' billions of dollars’ worth of tax- 
payer-funded water projects, 
many with significant environ- 
mental costs and minimal eco- 
nomic benefits. 

Members of Congress authorize 


the projects to steer federal 
money to their districts, end the 
Corps often justifies them with 
questionable technical studies. 

; This pro-construction mentality 
has t^en fueled by Corps com- 
manders, who have launched an 


agency-vride campaign to “seek 
growth opiTonumties,’’ internal 


memos show. Ihc result is a frag- 
mented national networic of chan- 
nelized rivers and deepened 
ports, cobbled together by log- 
rolling and deal-cutting by indi- 
vidual lawmakers, Instead m com- 
prehensive planning by federal 
offid^ 

The East Prairie plan has the 
hallmarks of many of the Corps 
projects reviewed by The 
Washington Post. It hos fierce 
support from local residents as 
well as a fervent congressional 
advocate. Rep. Jo Ann Emerson, 
R-Mo. The Corps justified it with 
a distorted cost-b«iefit analysis - 
the assumptions included a 2.5 
percent interest rate that dates 
back to the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration - and deflected strong 
objections from environmental 
agencies. 

The bulk of the project’s bene- 
fits will flow to a few well-con- 
nected local formers, but the fed- 
eral rules that would have forced 
them to help pay for it were 
waived in Washington. And 
-despite the administration’s out-- 
rage, the project may soon 
bcMme a reality. 

Corps commanders refused 
scores of interview requests, 
under orders from Gen. Joe 


Ballard, the agency’s recently 
retired chief engineer. But In 
written responses to questions 
from The Washington Post, and in 
their pu^c statements, they have 
called the Corps a model of public 
"service, firmly committed to pro- 
moting economic development, 
newly dedicated to conserving 
ecosystems and federal funds as 
' well. desoibe the Corps as 
an apolitical military organiza- 
tion, simply following orders pro- 
duct by the democratic prrocesa. 

Kftrller this year - after a whis- 
tle-blower charged that Corps 
(rffidals had manipulated on eco- 
nomic smdy to justify billion-dol- 
lar lock expansions on the 
Mississippi River, and after 
leaked documents showed that 
senior commanders had drawn up 
a “Ifroject Growth Initiative” to 
boost the agency's budget and 
expand its missions - Ballard 
an^y tc^d a Senate subcommit- 
tee that the Corps is not a “rogue 
agency.” 

“1 am confident that the Army 
Corps of Engineers is pursuing its 
mission with the utmost profes- 
sion^sm and integrity, and will 
continue to serve this nation 
well.” he said. 

Almost all modem presidents 
have tvith.tho (^rps - and 

the Corps has usually won. 
Presidents Roosevelt, Truman, 
... john^n and Nixon all considered^ 
reforms that went nowhere. In 
1977, President Carter tried to 
kill a “hit list” of l9 water pro- 
ject.s, an effort that not only 
failed, but permanently damaged 


his relationship with Congress. In 
198^ President Reagnn did force 
Congress to make lo^ communi- 


ties pay more for Corps projects, 
but only in exchange for a costly 


new round of projects. This 
spring, President Clinton’s Army 
secretory, Louis Caldera, tried to 
reaffirm executive branch control 
of the Corps, only to withdraw his 
proposed reforms a week later 
^ter a Capitol Hill backlash. 

Now another intense battle is 
raging over the Corps - over who 
should control the agency, 
whether it should grow or shrink, 
and how much it should shift its 
focus from construction projects 
that degrade the environment to 
restoration projects that clean up 
old dmage. It may not be the sex- 
iest of Beltway brawls, but it will 
have a dramatic effect on 
America. 

Corps levees and floodwalls 
protect millions of homes, forms 
and businesses. Its coastal ports 
and barge channels carry 2 billion 
tons of freight annually. Its dams 
generate one-fourth of America’s 
hydroelectric power. Its water 
recreation sites attract more visi- 
, tors than the National Park ' 
Service's. Its land holdings would 
cover Vermont and New 
Hampshire. 

But the Corps moy have its 
greatest impact on nattue. It qui- 
etly presides over man y of the 
nation's hottest e'rivironmerital 
issues, from oil drilling on 
Alaska’s North Slope to dam 
removal on the Snake River to 
water wars on the Missouri River 


to restoration of Florida’s 
Everglades. It is in the thick of 
furors over endangered spedds, 
endangered rivers, ocean dump- 
ing, beach erosion, agriculturil 
pollution, floodplain sprawl. It 
deans up industrial and nudear 
waste. In its regulatory role, It 
approves thousands of private 
projects that destroy modest 
amounts of wetlands; in its con- 
struction role, it is pushing sever- 
al public projects that could 
destroy huge amounts of wet- 
lands. So the future direction-dT 
the Corps will help dctermine.thc 
future health of America’s envi- 
ronment. ‘ • 

To conservationists, that is not 
a comforting thought. They loidw 
the Corps as a dredge-and-destroy 
auncy that builds massive dohis, 
(ukes and levees, domesticating 
wild rivers into straight and ndr- 
row barge canals. Its leaders Imve 
pledged to reinvent the Corps as 
a “greener” organization, but 
they still battle traditional envi- 
ronmental agencies on almon 
every major issue. To many envi- 
ronmentalists, the Corps is sdll 
Public Enemy Number One, dud 
almost ail of its major project.>; 
are s^ greeted with environmen- 
tal lawsuits. ' < 

“The Corps still doesn’t get it,” 
said Hartwig,' whose Fish arid 
WUdllfc regional office is fitting 
die project in East Prairie. “They 
still thiiik they' cuh'defeal Mother' 
Nature with brilliant engineering. 
They talk about the envutmmerit, 
but they don’t really believo-in .

will harm endangered birds, 
whales and ocher wildlife, and 
that BP has no adequate response 
plan for a major spill here. 

In the spring of 1999, though, 
when BP Amoco was desperate to 
start building - and the Army 
Corps of Engineers was anxious 
to get them staned - hardly any- 
one was paying attentibn to 
Northstar. The field is less than 2 
percent the size of-Prudhoe Bay, 
cnou^ to fuel U.S. consumption 
for just nine days. But hundreds 
of internal Corps e-mails from 
that crucial period in the permit 
process proride a vivid example 
of the yOaska District’s relation- 
ship with the oil industry. 

The correspondence ^ows that 
Jahn and other Corps officials, 
under pressure from Alaska’s 
ever-present congressional tri- 
umvirate, fought as hard as they 
could to accelerate the process, 
hoping to issue BP Amoco a per- 
mit in lime for the 1999 construc- 
tion season. In the end, environ- 
mental concerns raised by the 
Interior Department’s Fish and 
Wildlife Service caused enough 
delay to force BP Amoco to post- 
pone construction until 2000. But 
as Jahn wrote in a May 1999 e- 
mail: “We triedl” 

“We thought the Corps did a 
very good job with the permitting 
process,” said BP Amoco 
spokesman Ronnie Chappell. 
“Our only concern was tl^ it 
dragged on for as long as it did.” 

If the heat is always on Corps 
regulators in Alaska, the tempera-

turc rises when oil is involved. 

The oil industry, after all, is 
more than Alaska’s economic 
engine: it’s practically the whole 
vehicle. Oil money funds-three- 
quarters of the state budget. It 
supports a $26 billion endowment 
that sent every Alaskan .a 
$1,769.64 check last year. It 
builds schools, roads and hospi- 
tals in isolated and impoverished 
Native Alaskan villages. Th«. rc^ 
of the nation also benefits from 
North Slope drilling: America 
now imports more than half Its 
oil, so more domestic produt^on 
con mean less dependence on for- 
eign cartels, and somewhat lower 
prices at the pump. 

Washington politicians benefit 
from Alaskan oil, too: Petroleum 
interests contributed nearly $100 
million to federal candidates over 
the last decade. Rep. Don Young 
is the House’s top r^pient of oil 
money, and Sens. Frank 
Murkowski and Ted Stevens drill 
the industry’s cash reservoirs ns 
wcU. 

The Alaska District set the lone 
for its approach to oil in 1972, 
when Congress passed the Clean 
Water Act, and the Corps simply 
refused to apply the law to the 
North Slope. In 1979, to avoid a . 
lawsuit, the Corps finally 


required oil companies to seek 
wetland-fill permits on the Slope. 
But it never denied a major per- 
mit until a decade later, wheir. 
Robert Oja - then the Corps’ 
Alaska Distria regulatory diief - 
tried to stop BP Amoco from 
building a gravel causeway into 
the Beaufort Sea. That denM was 
rescinded by Corps officiols in 
Washington, after meetings with 
angry oil executives and the 
Alaska delegation. 

In May 1990, Oja was the star 
witness at a congr^onol hearing 
on “The Manipulation of Science 
and the Regulotory Process 
Affecting Oil and Gas 
Development in Alaska,r testify- 
ing chat the oil industry had “sys- 
tematically and successfully lob- 
bied its self-interests at the 
expense of the public trust.” 

Less than a decade later, 
Alaska District commander Col. 
Sheldon Jahn was holding private 
meetings about Northstar with 
impatient BP, Amoco officials, 
then ordering his regulators to 
pick up the pace. 

By early spring this year there 
was still a major dispute lingering 
over project design. BP Amoco 
wanted to run its pipeline 
beneath a sensitive lagoon - and 
the srate of Alxiska, the Minerals 


Management Service ond the 
local Native Aloskon borough 
supported its plan.

The agency’s regulators bad 
been handing out Imnk stabiliza-

The Corps never stud- 
ied the construction’s overall 
effect on the river’s health, Ignor- 
Ing appeals from other federal 
agendes.

The judge’s criticism could 
have national implications as 
well.

But 
here in the Paradise Valley, the 
reach of river between 
Livingston and Yellowstone 
National Park, rocks, barbs, jet- 
tirf, weirs and dikes now line the 
banks.

Jier these projects arc hav- 
ing an adverse cumulative 
effect," one .permit acknowl- 
cdg^. 

Riprap projects do stop land 
from washing into the river. But 
they can also disturb aquatic 
-haWtata-and-inerease-erosion — 
downstream .by deflecting and 


accelerating the river, skewing 
the natural food chain while tre- 
ating demand for even more pro- ■ 
jects. So'the Fish and Wildlife 
Scr^ce and the Environmental 
Protection Agency have repeat- 
edly urged the Corps to study 
their cumulative impacts on the 
Yellowstone. In fact, from 1996 
through 1998, the service’s 
Montana office wrote 82 official 
letters to the Corps expressing 
serious concerns about bonk sta- 
bilization projects; the Corps 
never respond^. Still, in letters 
and memos, even some Corps 
regulators said the projects may 
be contributing to “increased ero- 
sion, flooding and riparian habi- 
tat degradation.” 

So far, it's nor clear whether 
they arc. Sen. Max Baucus 
(Monri), the'ranking Democrat on *' 
the Senate Environment and 
F^blic Works Committee, recent- 
ly stashed $1.15 million into a 
budget bill for a broader federal 
study.

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Bureaucracy’s 
no accident; 
it’s an art form 

. Who are you - arid can you prove 
U? 

Hut's the question my 14-yeur-old 
son was forced to contemplate wiicn 
be tried to obtain an ID card to use 
until he is old enou^ for a driver’s 
license. It’s a troubling question. If 
you are asked it often enough, you 
start wondering if you do know who 
you ore. 

Sort of like that boy I dated in col- 
lege who dropped out of school to go 
to Colorado and find himself. I sup- 
pose he was there, because he never 
’ came back. Unlike him, I thought I 

knew who I'was, 

and I felt sure I 
wouldn't ' be in 
Colorado if I went 
there looking for 
me. 

But I hadn't 
tried to obtain a 
check-cashing ID. 

My son's story 
began with a sim- 
ple visit to the 
bank, where he 
opened a checking 
account with ' 
money from his 
part-time job.

guess. We were given a form titled 
"Application for CERTIFIED birch 
certificate, from Ohio Vital Statistics.

Here we go ogain. 

The bureau clerk told us the state 
application forms ore often outdated 
a^ we should the office in Ohio 
; before sending our money. When I 
tried this, I got on answering machine 
toying no one was there. I wa.s, how- 
ever, allowed to pay for the long dis- 
— tance phone call.- 


1 went ahead and sent the form and 
the $7 fee - on July 1. On Aug. 11, 1 
received o tom fragment of paper 
reading, “Effective Nov. 25, 19M, the 
cost 'of o certified copy was increased 
to $9. Wc regret the inconvenience 
this has caused" 

Not enough to pay for the 
Onvdopcs and stamps, though. 

It was another six weeks before we 
received' the birth certificate, which 
looks suspiciously like the ones I 
already hod. By the time the whole 
process wos complete, my son had 
turned IS. 

As far as I con tell, the legal 
process of applying for a youth ID 
is designed to make teen-agers , 
irreversibly cynical about govern- 
ment bureaucracy before they are 
even old enough to vote. Maybe it 
was designed by someone who has 
teen-agers and is looking for a way to 
retaliate.

Teen-agers are losing sleep, and that worries some adults

Brad, a lineman on the Filer 
High football team who works 
part-time for a Twin Falls dis- 
tributing company, is becoming 
increasingly typical of high 
school students in America: 

He’s losing sleep in order to 
chose his dreams. 

“It’s brutal for a lot of kids,” - 
said Twin Falls High School psy- 
chology teacher Mike Federico. 


“Sometimes I wonder why 
they’re in such o hurry to grow 
-up.” 

Federico’s developmental p^- 
chology class surveyed 987 
TTFHS students last year - sopho- 
mores, juniors and seniors - and 
found that SS** had after-school 
commitments.

races. While some “brokered CDs'* 
have one-ycor terms, many do not. 

The only way to cash out Is to 
have a broker sell your mother’s

prepared to accept a loss of princi- 


pal of 25 percent or more. There is 
probably nothing'you or your 
mother can do except to 1) take 
the loss or 2) continue to accept 
the interest for the term of the cer- 
tificate. 

When purchasing certificates of 
deposit, moke sure-that the maturi- 
ty date is on the face of the certifi- 
cate. The words “one-year non- 
callable" means nothing but trou- 
ble. And use epution when you 
receive unsolicited telephone calls 
from people trying to sell you 
somethin g over ^^triephone.
